time of the other train. 


Engineer Gate of the Portsmouth 


bonnd freight saw that the collision was 
inevitable and after whistling for brakes 
and reversing the lever, jumped from 
the cab. 
Bo did his fireman, and 


neither was hurt. 
Their locomotive, 


No. 470, was derailed and ditched by 
hitting the extra and badly done up. 


Engineer Gate soys that he was run- 


ning at the rate of not more than four 
or five miles per hour when the acci- 
dent happened. The extra was not 
damaged nearly so much as the train 
that bumped it. 


Many of the curs of the Southern 


division train ware laden with big blocks 
of stone, for use 10 rebuilding culverts 
near Bayside. Considerable havoc was 
wrought with these, and a car piled 
high with cordwood wan turned bottom 
up and the wood reduced to kindling 
size. 


Part of the platform of the freight 


house was knocked away by the flying 
cars and quite a stretch of track was 
torn up. 


It made such a bad mess that two 


wrecking crews were summoned, one 
rom this city in charge of Foreman 
Tamea Corey, and another from South 
jawrence, Mass., on the Western divis- 
on. They soon found that the work 
of clearing the tracks would prove a job 
of considerable magnitude, so arrange- 
ments were at once made to send all 
Western division trains through this 
;ity and over the Eastern division. 


Conductor Qeorge Law's passenger 


ram from Concord, due here at ten 
minutes after six, did not arrive until 
almost eight o'clock. It evaded'the 
wreck by taking the Y at the Junction. 
Upon arrival in this oily, Conductor 
[jaw received orders to at once start 
back for Manchester, to accommodate 
those people who had come to the 
Junction on Western division trains 
and found the Manchester train gone

May 27.— The sudden d*- 


termination of the Gt-rm.ms to evacu- 
ate Pi-king ha.} caused great surprise. 
:;nd the motive of ihc move is unintel- 
ligible to the ordinary observer, only 
a few regulations for vhe transfer of 
authority have been made, and greater 
confusion than now prevail* is feared 
in many districts following the remov- 
al of the Troops. Everything depends 
oa the prompt action of Li Hung 
Chang as viceroy and Choufu as lieu- 
tenant governor of the province. 


At the request of LI Hung Chang 


General Reid consulted wijh Field 
Marshal Count von WaUlersee in re- 
gard to three points contained in the 
imperial telegram of April 27. Count 
von Waldersee agreed to evacuate as 
the court returned toward the capital, 
to permit armed police to occupy grad- 
ually the districts near Peking and to 
permit 3,000 of General Yuan Shih 
Kai's trustworthy troops to come to 
Peking to maintain order on the evac- 
uation of the forevjn troops. Definite 
arrangements were not made, however, 
but the German attitude is satisfac- 
tory. 


All the German troops who are not to 


return home at once will stop tempo- 
rarily at Kiao-chow to await the out- 
come of the negotiations with the Chi- 
nese government. Two thousand troops 
are busy making their preparations to 
leave today. 


The evacuation by the French troops 


•will be delayed owing to the fact that 
they are detailed to protect the railway 
and missions. 


An unfriendly feeling for Americans 


is evinced by a majority of the German 
winy officers and men. although Count 
von Waldersee, representing the milita- 
ry, and Dr. Murnin von Schwa rtzen- 
stein, the German minister, represent- 
ing the civilians. have maintained an 
attitude of particula'r friendliness for 
the Americans. 


German Shot uy American Sentry. 
Legation street is betog repaired near 


the legation, and an American sentry 
was placed at the point with orders to 
direct people around by a side street. 
Everybody obeyed with the exception 
of the Germans, both officers and sol- 
diers, who have caused the American 
sentries much trouble. 


One of the German officers drew his 


sword and charged an American sol- 
dier, who brought his bayonet to 
charge, wbsraipon the officer desisted. 
Subsequently a German soldier charg- 
ed past the sentry, who fired, hitting 
another German soldier near the Ger- 
man legation, n. quarter of a mile off. 
This fortunately was only a slight flesh 
wound. The sentry has been placed 
under arrest, and Major Robertson has 
instituted an investigation. This un- 
friendliness is attributed to the Ameri- 
can attitude in retaining control with 
the legation guard of one entrance to 
the Forbidden City, which the Ger- 
mans consider a reflection _ upon their 
iiatior.nl honesty. 


Yesterday's meeting of the ministers 


of the powers was devoted to closing 
up details of business independent of 
the indemnity question, although the 
military authorities of the various pow- 
ers seem to consider a settlement in 
sight, as general preparations are being 
made for the evacuation of Peking in 
the early f ui ure. 


Two German marine battalions have 


left for Tsing-tau, and British trans- 
ports have been ordered. Count von 
Waldersee expects to leave about the 
middle of -Tune. 


Emperor Kwang Su has instructed 


agents to prepare the palaces for occu- 
pation by the court so soon as the 
troops depait.

Alcohol has a very injurious effect 


upon the eyesight, and the eyes are af- 
fivtod through alcohol much more fre- 
qui-jitly and seriously than the general 
public is aware of or even the im-dk-al 
profession se^ms to ackntnvK-dge, says 
J. E. Blaine, M. D., in The Banner of 
Gold. As a class alcoholics resort to 
the use of glasses at a much oarlit-r pe- 
riod than temp*rance people and, other 
things being equal, at the saiae ag» 
will require much stronger glasses 
than the temperate people. All spe- 
cial senses are Invehvd to a gwaier or 
less extent in alcoholibu: and may be 
so impaired as to be practically abol- 
ished. \Vitb the eyes the most'fre- 
quent derangements are flashes of 
light, color blindness, blurring of ob- 
jects as thongh looking through a mist 
and scintillations, spots before 'the 
eyes, accompanied with dilation or con- 
tracted or unequal—that is, the pupil 
of one eye larger than the other. The 
Irritation, congestion and other effects 
of alcoholism upon the optic nerves and 
other structures of the eyeball exhibit 
the same general line of disease as is 
produced in other tissues of the body, 
and it is not an infrequent occurrence 
to have patients under treatment re- 
mark of tbe improvement of their eye- 
Bight as they progress toward a cure of 
their alcoholism. 


One notable case was that of an ar- 


my officer treated about five years ago 
who was unable to read the largest 
print and was practically so blind he 
was unable to transact any of the busi- 
ness of his department requiring eye- 
sight. At the completion of his treat~ 
ment the eyesight was greatly improv- 
ed, and at the end of three years his 
eyesight was to all intents and pur- 
poses the same as that of other men of 
his age. 


The disorders of hearing are also 


common, tbe sensations being those of 
ringing in the ears and various noises, 
such as of hells or music or the sound 
of falling water. In some cases the 
sense of hearing becomes so acute that 
the least noise causes pain, and in oth 
ers It may be simply impaired or com- 
pletely lost. 


The sense of taste Is as a rule very 


much impaired and sometimes lost. 
The same is true of the sense of smell, 
and all these conditions, so far as the 
permanent changes will permit, are re- 
moved through his restoration to nor- 
mal conditions, seeing, hearing, smell- 
ing and tasting.

The change mnde in tbe 


last 50 or 25 years is a revolution. 
It 


was formerly the daughter nnd sister of 
the family who wanted an education nnd 
fot.nd that it was denied her. It is now 
too often the son anil brother of the fam- 
ily who does not care for an education 
and does not therefore receive it. 
To 


consider 
the causes of this condition 


would carry one too far afield, for tbe 
causes, I believe, are thoroughly inter- 
woven w'rth the warp and woof of Amer- 
ican society and its charges of the last 
half century. 
But to consider some of 


the results which will be projected from 
tbe great educational movement into 
American life is at once practicable and 
practical. 


One result of tbe education of an in- 


creasing number of women is evidently 
to create a body of women superior to 
the women of the past and to the men of 
the present. Education does many things 
for tbe community which it is not sup- 
posed to Jo, or it fails to clo many things 
for the community which it is supposed 
to do. 
Education as knowledge is of 


slight consequence. What may be called 
the encyclopedic idea of education has 
fallen, and fallen, it is to be hoped, not to 
rhe. To call a man a "walking cyclope- 
dia" is to demean him. 
The library 


the place for the cyclopedia and not the 
skull or the ankle bones. But education 
as reasoning or a sense of relationship 
or the power of weighing evidence or ap- 
pieciation is of the greatest worth. 
The 


woman wbo can judge, compare, assess 
each fact and truth at a proper value is 
educated. 
A woman 
of such 
power 


is superior and helps to make the mem 
bora of her own sex and of the whole 
community superior. From this condition 
of superiority, which results from educa- 
tion, also must follow a very definite and 
serious domestic consequence. 
It will 


cause a transfer of tbe headship of the 
home from the husband and father to the 
wife and mother. 
I have never found 


myself in intellectual or emotional sym- 
pathy with those who claim that "the 
man" is (he natural head of the home. 
But I doubt not most v\ onUl say that 
man is the natural head of the home. 
Whether the majority or the minority i? 
sound in its construction, it is clear that 
giving to women education and failing to 
give to men education must tend to make 
the wife a wiser judge for all dob bora) ion 
and decision and a stronger administra- 
tor. 
Her personality becomes a more 


gracious presence, her relationship takes 
nn a wider vision, her sci vices touch a 
broader horizon, her commands and hor 
suggestions are touched with a sweeter 
reasonableness, which is more reasona- 
ble as well as sweeter. If ruan, embody- 
ing physical force, v.-as once regarded a* 
the head of the home, woman, embodying 
superior intellectual force, mjiy now jrr:i- 
cinusly and justly assume the leadership. 


A third result of the education of a 


Inrjrcr number of girls touches in a con- 
tradictory souse upon the result which I 
have just considered. Fewer women wish 
to be married under the conditions of 
marriage which are open to them. I sup- 
pose It is true that most wonu-n would 
prefer the vocation of the wife to any 
other. But the woman who occasionally 
thinks of this vocation finds herself op- 
posed to entering into it, except as- she 
has offered to herself a partner suitable 
and acceptable. 
The woman eduoaU'd, 


gracious, accustomed to a gentle environ- 
ment, its not willing to take as her pjirt- 
ner a man ignorant, coarse, untrained, 
whose associations are dejrradinif ;md 
damaging to the higher instincts and im- 
pulses. 
Therefore her field of choice fnr 


a partner become1! narrower by reason of 
her education. 
The woman who is edu- 


cated will marry better because she is 
educated, but the chances that she will 
desire to marry at all are somewhat less- 
ened by her education. 


This conclusion suggests a fourth effect, 


which naturally follows the increasing 
proportion of educated women. 
A larger 


number of women will enter specific voca- 
tions. 
I can hardly say that a larger 


number will become teachers, for (cach- 
ing has from time immemorial been a 
profession chosen, and chosen wisely, by 
women. 
The mother element is the su- 


preme element in the teaching of ehildien, 
and therefore women should, and men 
should not, enter into the opportunity of 
teaching young boys nnd gills. 
Km wo 


are to see women taking up forms of lmni- 
ness requiring. Inrgc judgment, care fill 
discrimination nnd the presence of fine 
personality. T do not think we slmll find 
educated women faking up such forms of 
business a<< lire represented in sleel and 
Iron corporations or rnilroiul or steamship 


mains when it becomes a corpse. • A per- 
son has the right orally or by will to di- 
rect what shall be done with bis body 
after death. If these wishes are complied 
with, no "next of kin" can interfere and 
claim the body. 
The- only difficulty is 


that if a person is eccentric his heirs or 
friends may not follow out his wishes, 
and then there docs not seem to be any 
remedy. The corpbe can't kick, and no- 
body else seems to have a right to. 


One inalienable right belongs to the 


corpse, and tbe law will enforce that 
right. It is the right to six feet of ground 
'f> be buried in and the right of being 
oiuied. The common law, under certain 
conditions, places tbe duty of burying a 
corpse upon the person under whose roof 
tbe death took place. 
Such person not 


only must provide the grave, but must 
carry tbe body to it '' "decently covered." 
If there is a will or property, however, 
the law first places the duty of burying 
the body upon the executor or adminis- 
trator, and in the absence of a will upon 
the next of kin. But if no next of kin 
or no administrator or executor is at hand 
the owner of tbe bouse in which the per- 
son dies is charged with the duty. 


The law gives no civil remedy for the 


stealing of a body, for there is no proper- 
ty ri^ht in a corpse to give auy one a 
right to recover in a court for violation of 
sepulture. The only party to such a suit 
would be the corpse itself, which is usual- 
ly not Iitigiousl3* inclined. 
Stealing a 


dead body, therefore, lias always been in- 
dictable as n statutory misdemeanor and 
not a violation of property. 
But a civil 


action may be brought for breaking and 
entering the place where Mie body is 
luuied, the same constituting a trespass, 
for which damages can be recovered. So 
also an action may be brought to recover 
tbe shioud and coffin, but not tbe corpse. 


In cases regarding the removal of a 


body tbe !nw often has to interfere to 
protect the rights of the corpse. 
Such 


cases are decided by courts of equity, j 
As no one can own any body except his 
O-TII, so no one has a right to move a 
body from one grave to another unless 
the court grants permission, which is 
gianted, when it is granted, prcsnmabl 
in behalf of the body itself.—New Yoi» 
Press.

Fully 120 meii, women and children 


formed a huge,- struggling, shrieking 
pyramid, mixed with blood, detached 
portions of human bodies aud the 
wreckage of the cars. • Some of the 
more slightly irijured of the men. extri- 
cating themselves from the quivering 
mass, began to pnll people oiit of the 
rear ends of the two cars, and almost 
every one extricated In this way was 
badly injured. 


Thc scenes were heartrending. Thc 


few women and children who had es- 
caped injury and dentil were hysterical 
nnd added their cricslro the shrieks of 
the dying and mutilated. 
Men with 


broken arms and hones, dislocated 
joints and bloody faces tried io assist 
others who wore more helpless, nnd 
there were many cases of philosophical 
bravery. 


Help had been summoned from East 


Greenbush and vicinity, and in a little 
time the bruised mass of humanity, 
with the mutilated (lend for grc-wsonvj,] 
and silent company, were loaded on ex- 
tra cars and taken to Albany. There 
ambulances nnd physicians had been 
summoned and the postoffice turned 
Into a morgue and hospital. As fast ns 
the physicians could temporarily fix up 
the wounded they were taken to their 
homes or to the hospital^ in either car- 
riages or hospital ambulances. 


With both motormon killed it was 


hard to get at the real cause of the ac- 
cident, but it is pretty well determined 
that It was caused by an attempt of the 
south bound car to reach a second 
switch instead of waiting for the north 
bound car nt the first siding.

The new lawTCTBPpnMnendmeDt of 


the old "hawkers and peddlers' law" of 
1897 and, while it adds but two words 
to the old act, those two word* mean a 
great deal to the persons interested. 
l"hey mean that the host of man and 
women who have been selling goods b; 
• imple must pay a big license fee or in 
vite a heavy liao or imprisonment if 
bey attempt to continue business. 


Summarized the law of 1897 is as foi 


osrs: 


No person shall do any business as a 


lan ker or peddler, or go about expos 
og for sale or selling any goods, wares 
or merchandise other than provisions, 
gricultural implements, fruit trees and 
ornamental vines, shrubs, books, newt- 
p vpers, pamphlets, the products of bib 
own labor or the labor of bis family and 
ibe product of the farm he OAVQS or till , 
•ho manufacturers of furniture and lad 
ders excepted, until he shall have pro 
cured a license. 


The secretary of stale shall grant snch 


iceuse to any person who files in his 
uffice a certificate signed by a mayor of 
a city or the majority of the selectmen 
of a town, stating to the best of their 
iaovledge and belief that the applicant 
is of good moral character. 


The license may be issued for speci- 


ied towns or for the entire state. When 
[or specified towns the applicant shall 
pay the secretary of state a personal fee 
of $1 for each town for which the li- 
cense is issued, eaid towns to be named 
in the license, and the treasurer of each 
of the cities or towns a sum fixed ac- 
cording to the following schedule: For 
towns of less than 1,000 population, SE; 
for towns between 1,003 and 2,000 pop- 
ulation, $8; for towns of between 2,000 
to 3 OOJ population, 810: and for each 
additional thousand, $1. 


The fee for a state license is §50i 


with a personal fee to the secretary of 
§2 additional. This gives the person li. 
censed the right to do business in any 
town in tbo state without paying other 
feei. 
All licenses shall be in force for 


one yeir from the date of issue. 


No license shall be transferable nor 


shall it give authority to more than one 
person to hawk or peddle, nor in any 
other way than in his own proper per 
son shall be entitled to hold or indirect 
ly receive the benefits of more than one 
license at the same time. 
The secre 


tary of state and the treasurers of cities 
and towns granting licenses shall keep 
a record of the licenses granted, which 
shall ba open to public inspection. 


Every person licensed to peddle as 


provided in this act shall exhibit his li 
cense upon dbinand of any city or po 
lice officer or aoy person to whom he 
sells, offers or exposes for sale his 
goods or be liable to the same penalty 
as if he had no license. 


Whoever goes from place to place car 


rying for sale or exposing for sale any 
goods, wares or merchandise, contrary 
to the provisions of this chapter, shall 
be punished by a fine of not more than 
$200 or by imprisonment for not more 
than six months, or both. 


Disabled soldiers and sailors of the 


War of the Rebellion are exempt from 
payment of the license fees required in 
this act. 


Section 10 of the laws of 1897 ex 


einpted 
commercial agents "selling 


goods by sample only." 
It was this 


that gave the "take your order" agents 
tho opportunity to do business without 
a license, and they were quick to make 
the most of it. 
Their numbers grew to such propor 
tions that a bill to suppress thorn was 
introduced iu the last session of the 
general court and resulted in the amend 
ment of the laws of 18'J7. The amend 
ment adds tho words "at wholnsale" 
after the word "goods" in section 10, so 
the section now reads as follows: 


Sect. 10—Tho provisions of this act 


shall not apply to commercial agents 
selling goods at wholesale by sample 
only. 


Tho act took cftV,t ou its passage aud 


was approved March 20, 1901, and thus 
tho agents aro now outside tho privil 
eged class.
